HITS CRIBBINa 


OF WATER TOWER 


Feared Heavy Loss of Life 
Dwindles Away to One 
Man Missing. 


St. Louis. June 20.—Thirty-three per- 
Bons were on board the excursion steani- 
ehip Majestic when it sank in the Mia- 
Bissippi river near here early today and 
of these one

unaccounted for, a 
watchman.

ashore, were taken off in life boats, of 
•which the steamer carried six, or found 
safety on the upper deck, which remain- 
ed above water. 


The Majestic, the largest excursion 
boat on the Mississippi river, struck 
the cribbing of a waterworks tower near 
here early today and sank in ten min- 
utes. 
The collision occurred at 
1:36 
this morning. 


Had Discharged Passengers. 


The large steamer an hour before had 
discharged 900 excursionists at Alton, 
111., and was headed down stream for 
St. Louis, twenty-seven miles below.

BIPLANE RIPS 


Bia DIRIGIBLE 


Feigned Attack Sends All 
Crashing to Death 
Amid Flames, 


Vienna., June 20.—Nine aiia-cors lost 
their lives today when a mimic war in 
the air was suddenly turned into tragic 
reality by the accidental ripping of a 
dirigible by a biplane while both were 
flying at a great height during the Aus- 
trian army maneuvers. 


Both crafts were destroyed and their 
occupants, nine military and naval of- 
ficers and 
non-commissioned 
ofScers, 
were burned and mutilated beyond rec- 
ognition. 


The Austrian army- dirigible balloon 
Kortling. 
ascended 
at 
IMschamend, 
about twelve miles fi-om Vienna, where 
there is a military aviation station. 
It 
was the intention of Captain Johann 
Hauswirth, the commander, to take pho- 
tographs of the movements of the troops 
below and then to join in the maneuvers. 
The aeroplane started half an hour later 
from the same spot. 
It was manned by 
Lieoitenants Flatz and Hoosta. 


Begins Sham Attack. 


The mosquito craft soon 
overtook 
her big sister and immediately began a 
sham attack. 
After encircling the air- 
ship several times at a height of 1,500 
feet the biplane's pilot suddenly man- 
euvered his little cxaft with the object 
of taking a position directly above the 
airship. 
The navigator e^^dently mis- 
calculated his distance or his speed for 
the nose of the biplane grazed the en- 
velop of the airsiiip and ripped it wide 
open. 
There was a terrific explosion 
and the airship took fire. 


Engulfed in Flames. 


The flames engulfed the biplane and 
in a few moments the remnants of both 
craft crashed on the slopes of a moun- 
tain with their occupants. 
The bodies 
were so charred and mangled that they 
were scarcely recognizable.

Eeceives Deputation, 
But 
Miss Pankhurst is Not 
Among Number. 


London, June 
20.—Premier 
Asquith 
today fulfilled the promise to receive a 
deputation of 
suiFragettes, 
which he 
made to Miss Sylvia Pankhurst, 
th 
militant leader, AA'hen, after her recent 
temporary release from Holoway 
¡ail, 
she took up her position on the door- 
step of the house of 
commons 
and 
threatened to carry out a hunger and 
thirst strike there until the promise was 
given. 


A party of six working women mem- 
bers of Miss Pankhui'st's East End Fed- 
eration today visited the prime minister 
at his 
official residence 
in Downing 
street. 
A big crowd gathered in antici- 
pation of the usxial fight between the po- 
lice and the women, but the proceedings 
were orderly except for a little rough- 
ness on the part of some workmen who 
had "come to see that their women got 
fair play." Their presence proved to be 
quite unnecessary 
as 
the deputation 
came in tasicabs and was immediately 
received by the premier. 


The 
women 
were 
accompanied by 
Greorge Lansbury, 
a 
former socialist 
member of parliament and urged the 
cause of women suffrage from their spe- 
cial point of view. Miss Pankhurst was 
not present as Mr. Asquith had insisted 
that .the deputation must be composed 
of geunine working women. 
The pre- 
mier welcomed the members of the dep- 
utation as . representatives of an "asso- 
ciation which 
disassociated 
from the 
criminal methods of those 
who have 
done so much to damage and put back 
the cause of women." 


The premier explained that, while it 
had become necessary to suppress the 
organized violence of the militant suf- 
fragettes, the government had no de- 
sire to interfere with free speech or the 
proper organization of opinion. 
In con- 
clusion Mr. Asquith promised cousidera- 
tion of the women's representations and 
said he/would present to Keginali Mc- 
Kenna, the home secretary, the deputa- 
tion's request. for the release of Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst, 
unconditionally. 


READY FOR TULAL FLIGHTS. 


New Disaster in Alberta is 
Third in Region in 
Past Ten Years. 


Lethbridge, 
Alta.. 
Jiine 
20.—After 
recovering twenty charred bodies at 9 
o'clock rescuers were driven from then- 
work by fire at the Hill Crest (Alberta) 
collieries, where a great explosion yes- 
terday wrecked the underground prop- 
erty and is believed to have killed 197 
men. 


Among 
the 
bodies 
recovered 
were 
tho.Be of James Quigley. superintendent 
of the mine, and Thomas Taylor, fire 
boss. 
Mine experts believed that 
the 
most of the men were entombed about 
.1,200 feet from the pit mouth. It seem- 
ed probable that many of the bodies will 
not be recovered for several days. 


Dead Bodies Stood Erect. 


Exploration by rescuers early today 
indinatod that miners had no warning 
of death, as several bodies were found 
standing nearly erect with picks and 
their mining tools in hand, pinned to 
walls by timbers or rocks. 


With but faint hope of finding alive 
any of the miners still entombed in 
mine No. 20, government rescue crews, 
after a night of toil today continued 
with renewed vigor their efforts to pen- 
etrate to the imprisoned men. 
While 
mine officials encourage the belief tliat 
many , of the entombed men are still 
alive this belief is not common as rela- 
tives and comrades of the missing men 
fear those who were not crushed by 
falling debris were 
overcome by the 
poisonous gases that 
filled 
the mine 
chambers immediately after the explo- 
sion. 


Total of 236 in Mine. 


Although it was officially stated last 
night that only 225 men, composing the 
day shift, were in the mine when the 
explosion occurred yesterday, iat-ir fig- 
ures, declared to be authentic, place the 
number at 236.

Wilson and Emperor Wil- 
liam Exchange Greetings 
by Wireless, 


Washington, June 20.—An ^change of 
wireless messages 
between 
President 
Wilson and Emperor William was made 
public today at the white bouse. 
The 
messages sparked through 4,062 miles 
of air between Tuckerton, N. J., and 
Eilvez, Germany, near Hanover. 
Ihresi- 
^dent Wilson and Emperor William ex- 
changed messages last January when 
the' emperor sent 
a message to the 
Tuckerton station, but as it was ,not 
then equipped to transmit messages but 
only to receive them, President Wilson's 
reply went by cable. 
The messages of 
yesterday signalizing a new agency of 
trans-Atlantic 
wireless 
communication 
were as fallows:

Wilson and Secretary Bryan were anx- 
ious for one thing—the pacification of 
Mexico—and were ready to listen to 
fiu-thcr compromises or suggestions out 
of which a solution may be found. 


The publication of the statements set- 
ting fortli the respective positions of 
the American and Huerta delegates ad- 
mittedly has cast a shadow of doubt 
over the- negotiation in that each side 
finds it difficult to recede from a pub- 
licly annoiniced attitude. 


Sees a Way Out.

City Will Turn Down Lake 
Shore Contract for 
Spur Track. 


Because the contract sent here by of- 
ficials of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern 
railroad 
for 
the 
construc- 
tion of a 
spur 
track 
from the 
Lake 
Erie main line to No. 2 pumping sta- 
tion would take virtual control of the 
track from the city, and because it gives 
the railroad the option to abrogate the 
contract on ten days' notice,, the board 
of works will turn down the agreement 
until it is amended. 
The track is to be 
about 1,100 feet long, and of this the 
city will pay $5,000 for ownership of 
8 50 feet, the Lake Shore to construct 
the track.

Concordia^S 
Anniversary. 


The diamond anniversary of Ooncordia college, now 
»t hand and to be appropriately celebrated by a notable 
ingathering of friends and foi-mer students of the splendid 
institution, is a noteworthy event in Fort Wayne's his- 
tory.

,iquarters of a century ago, the real history of Concordia 
college has been its Fort Wayne historJ^ It came to this 
city after a few struggling years in the state of its found- 
ing, and here began the real progress and growth that has 
made the institution great and given it nation-wide stand- 
ing. Let it not be presumed that the way has been an easy 
one. How numerous have been the vicissitudes and how 
'long and how strenuous has been the struggle to reach the 
present pinnacle of achievement, only those who have 
fought to battle are qualified to say. But there has been 
'¡constant and steady advancement, and imiversal verdict 
,will be that the effort has been worth while. 


It would be impossible to calculate the influence for 
higher education, for religion and for sterling citizenship 
iexerted by Ooncordia college in its seventy-five years of 
history and given to the world in the hundreds and hun- 
dreds of young men it has sent forth as graduates in three- 
quarters of a century.

Theie have been several eruptions of 
j\rt. Lasson separated bv intervals of 
several days, each more violent than the 
last. 
The mOst recent disturbance, and 
by far tfTe most violent, belched forth a 
dense black column of smoke that shot 
upward in a funnel-like mass, probably 
two miles high. The black smoke was 
followed closely by a white cloud that 
filled the sky like a huge thunderhead, 
and flames shot out of the crater.

REMOVE RULE TO 


HELP THE HGHT 


Big Minors 
Want 
Same 


Classification as the 


Major Leagues. 


New York, June 20.—An increase in the 
number of leagues in organized baseball 
by the removal of the draft rule from the 
class AA leagTjes is one of the methods 
said to be under consideration by the na- 
tional commission in its war against the 
Federal league. 
At its meeting today It 
Is said that the national commission will 
grant the demand of President E. G. 
Barrows, of the International league, and 
Manager Jank Dunn, of the Baltimore 
club of that organization, for the removal 
of the draft rule. The International league 
officials complain that the Federal league 
has made its hardest fights for patronage 
in their territory. 
They argue that with 
the draft rule removed the International 
league will assume the classification of a 
major league and thereby be in a better 
position to combat the Federal league op- 
position. 
This same argument 
applies 
also to the American association and the 
Pacific Coast league, the other two class 
AA leagues, and should the demand of 
the International league be gj-anted these 
organizations are almost certain to make 
similar requests to be classed as majors. 


The National league club owners "also 
are In session here today awaiting word 
of the action of the national commission 
as to plans for concerted action against 
the Federals. 
It is said that while there 
is much opposition in the National league 
to the demand of 
the International for 
major league recognition, that it will die 
out if the supreme 
court of 
organized 
baseball rules that it Is to the best in- 
terests of all concerned to remove the 
draft rule from one or all of the class AA 
circuits. 
President Ban Johnson, of the 
American league, is said to be in favor of 
raising the International to 
the 
major 
lea^ie, and President 
Tener, it Is re- 
ported, is inclined to side with President 
Johnson if no better means can be devised 
to maintain the sfupremacy of organized 
baseball. 
The attitude of Chairman Garry 
Herrmann, of 
the national 
commission, 
cannot be learned but he is known to 
favor any plan, however drastic, to stop 
the growth of the new "outlaw" Fed- 
erals.

Concordia Gets Donation, 


In connection with the diamond jubi- 
lee celebration, announcement is made by 
the college tnistees, Messrs. H. H. Hart- 
wig, Charles J. Scheimann and William 
Breuer, through Prof. Louis Dorn, head 
of the science and mathematics depart- 
ment, that the valuable 
collection 
of 
microscopic specimens of the late Fi-ed- 
erick W. Kuhne has been donated to the 
college by Paul F., C. H. K. and C. W. 
Kuhne. 


The father of these gentlemen. Fred- 
erick W. Kuhne, was a microscopist of 
note; he carried on extended investiga- 
tions with the aid of this scientific in- 
strument. 
Any one who was closely as- 
sociated with him knows i^at he had in 
his possession one of the best micro- 
scopes, and that with untiring efforts he 
prepared slides for the examination of 
specimens. 
A very large collection ac- 
oomnlated in the course of years, until 
eventually it grew to be one of the best 
in the country. 
It represents a value 
of approximately $2,800, 


It wa« the wish of the 
late 
Mr. 
Kuhne that his collection should remain 
together and do service to mankind in 
some institution of learn^g. As a meni- 
ber of associations for the advancement 
of microscopical studies, he 
naturally 
was very much interested in the progress 
of this particular branch of science, and 
he realized tìiàt a college or a scientific 
school could make use of the results of 
his labors better than any private indi- 
vidual. Nor was he merely an enthusi- 
ast in his work. Even a slight examina- 
tion of thè large collection shows that 
his efforte were carried on with unusual 
intelligence and knowledge of the mat- 
ter in hand; the collection will prove to 
b« 
d«Uglii to « m y . 


Some of the prepaivid specttnens are 
extremely rare and could not easily be 
duplicated. 
The principal instrument is 
a binocular microscope, accompanied by 
all the accessories w^ioh ai^ needed for 
carrying on 
the work—eyepieces, ob- 
jectives, moimting materials, microtomes 
and other apparatus the names of which 
are known to scientists only. The labor, 
expense and study involved in the gath- 
ering and preservation 
of

calls 
worth 
admiration 
from 
everybody 
who 
has 
occasion 
to 
ex- 
amine this rich collection. The late Mr. 
Kxihne evidently was a man of uncom- 
mon energy, patience and perseverance. 
Among the citizens of Fort Wayne he 
certainly is one of those who deserve a 
memorial, a monument, which does not 
only do honor to his industry, but which 
also perpetuates and increases the use- 
fulness of his work. 


In order-that this rosult may be ac- 
complished, the above named sons of the 
late Frederick W. Kuhne have presented 
the collection to Concordia college, and 
the board of trustees of this institution 
havo formally accepted the gift.

The College History. 


Concordia college was founded in the 
backwoods of Missouri, where a devoted 
and intensely earnest baiid of lAitherans 
who had fled from Sa,xony, theii- native 
land, in order to çscape from the tram-, 
mels of the state church, in the year 
1839, decvided to- establish an institu- 
tion of higher learning. 
These people 
who, true to the teachings of Luther, 
had the spiritual and educational inter- 
est of their children at heart, purchased 
a tract of six «iCres of land and a small 
log cabin erected thereon in the year 
1839, decided to establish an inatitU- 
college, 
The- first faculty consisted of 


log cabin has Deen preserved to this day. 
The college was located in the Qerroan 
Lutheran settlement of Dresden, Perry 
county, Mo. Here the college remained 
for a number of years and was solely 
maintained by the Lutheran congrega- 
tions of Perry coointy and of St. I^ouis. 


The first students of the college were 
Hermann Buenger, Theodore Schubert, J- 
Biltz, F. W. Mueller and C. H. Loe- 
ber. 


College Moved to Altenburg, 


The small log cabin at Dresden settle- 
ment, however, did not harbor the col- 
lege for a number of years. 
Owing to 
the fact that the members of the fac- 
ulty, one after another, were called away 
to take charge of Lutheran congrega- 
tions, it was decided to remove the col- 
lege 
to 
another 
German 
settlement 
named Altenburg, where cfess work was 
successfully conducted at the Lutheran 
parsonage. 
The Revs. Brohm and Fuer- 
bringer remained in charge of the col- 
lege and were assisted in their work by 
the Rev. Losber, pastor of the Altenbiu-g 
congregation. 


Founding of the Synod. 


In April, 1847, when the German Evan- 
gelical Lutheran synod of Missouri, Ohio 
and other states was formed at a con- 
A'ention in Chicago, by delegates from 
Lutheran churches throughout the coun- 
try% it was recommended that the col- 
lege, which was then the only institution 
of the kind maintained by Lutherans, be 
transferred to St. Louis, with its large 
percentage of German Lutheran inhab- 
itn.nts. It was not until two years later, 
at the third annual conference of the 
synod, which was held in Fort Wayne, 
that the removal of the college to St. 
Louis was definitely decided upon. 
The 
Lutheran congregation at St. Louis do- 
nated two acres of land and $2,000 in 
cash and on November 8, of the fiame 
year, the cornerstone laying of a brick 
building 42x3(5 ifeet ih dimensions and 
three stories high Avas celebrated under 
appropriate ceremonies. 
Rev., Buenger, 
member of the first college faculty, of- 
ficiated at the services. 
The new col- 
lege was opened on June 11, I8o0;^ and 
was conducted for a number of years as 
a college and theological seminary, joint- 
ly. 
The institution continued to gi-ow 
rapidly-, and at the close of only one 
year it became evident that additional 
facilities had to be provided in order to 
accomnioate the large number of appli- 
cants for enrollment. 
A building com- 
mittee wa;s appointed to provide means 
for a new building and two years later, 
in the fall of the year 1852, the north 
wing, of the college building was com- 
pleted and dedicated.. In the year 1857 
the erection of an additional. wing be- 
came necessary and ati the institution 
continued to grow rapidly from year to 
year the separation of college and sem- 
inary was finally decided upon. 


In Fort Wayne a practical theological 
seminary had. been maintained since the 
year 1846, and' it was decided at a con- 
ference of the synod in 1860 to combine 
this-seminary with the Concordia sem- 
inary at St. Louis and remove the col- 
lege'from St. Louis to Fort Wayne, 


Moved, to Fort Wajnie. 


This plan, hoAvever, was not carried 
oiit vmtil one year later, when the col- 
lege faculty, consisting 
of ' Professors 
S^ickj i^axer, Lange and Kleppisch, ar- 
rived here from St. Louis, Avith seventy- 
eight students, and Concordia 
college 
Avas opened in the 
former 
seminary 
building, Avhich still forms a part of the 
present 
college 
buildings. 
Professor

Buy More Ground. 


In the same year the general synod 
mot in Fort Wayne and the purchase of 
five acres of ground north of the college, 
the present college campus, at a cost of 
$1,160, was decided upon. An oak grove, 
also five acres in size and located west 
of the college building, in the meantime 
had been purohaaed by individual mem- 
bers of St. Paxil's Lutheran chvu-ch, the 
only Lutheran congregation in the city 
at that time, for the purpose of holding 
it until the synod would be 
financially 
able to assume ownership. 
The sum of 
$2,400 was appropriated at the 
same 
conference for the purchase of this tract, 
which now contains the new dormitory 
and lectirre hall and faculty residences. 
The remaining portion forms the beau- 
tiful college park and oak 
grove. 
A 
dwelling which had been purchased to- 
gether with this tract was the first fac- 
ulty residence and was occupied by Con- 
rector Achenbach. No improvements on 
the college building were made until 
1864, when a neAv dormitory of frame 
construction was erected. 
Three resi- 
dence buildings for the members of the 
faculty, however, were built during that 
time and occupied by Rev. Saxer, the 
first president of the college; Professors 
Schick and Lamb. 
Hard times, due to 
the civil war, were felt at Concordia col- 
lege during these years and many de- 
sirable and eA'en necessary improvements 
had to be postponed owing to lack of 
funds. 
The erection of a new lecture 
hall, already decided upon, was aban- 
doned after excavation proceedings had 
been commenced, and work on the new 
building was not resumed until several 
years later. 


Growing Rapidly. 


At the close of the Avar the number of 
students again gi-ew rapidly and 
in- 
creased to 130 in the year 1867. A new 
instructor ' was added to the faculty in 
this syear in the person of Prof. Robert 


Bngel, a nephew of Dr. 0. F, W. WW- 
ther, founder of the synod. 
TTie build- 
ings again became inadequate imd a 
new administration building, an addition 
to the mesB hall and a babtlT w«!« 
fidded at the end of the year li 


Work on the new college building, of 
brick construction with the dimenrions 
of 160x80 feet and 
three 
stories 
In 
height, was also commenced in this 
On the night of December 28, 1860, be- ' 
fore the new lecture hall was ftxlly oMJi-' 
pleted, a fire destroyed the old 
building. The damage amounted to 
000, 


Li 1872, Rev. R. Bischoff was appoint« 
ed conrector; Rev. H. Diedearicb, profes- 
sor of English, and Rev. O. Hanser, pPM- 
ident. The presidents following looser, 
were F. Zucker, R. Bisohoff, A. Bam- 
ler, J. Schmidt and M. Luecke, who if m 
charge of the college since 1908. 


Many Improvements, 


Since the founding of the local eollsg« 
so many changes have taken place that 
the older students woidd hardly raoog- 
nize their, alma mater today. 
The col- 
lege campus has been enlarged consider- 
ably, the three-story building started in 
1869 now serves only as a dormitory 
building, and the new lecture hall com- 
pleted in 1905 is one of the finest build- 
ings in the synod. In the course of the . 
years following smaller buildings wer« 
erected—a 
new 
mess 
hall, 
kitoheD^ 
natatorium, hospital, heating plejit and 
dwellings for seven professors. Through 
the beneficence of friends of the ooll«^ 
it was made possible to erect 
a 
n0W 
gymnasium in 1907.

1.849.—.The year 1849 is remembered 
as the period of the first epidemic of 
cholera, Avhich caused' tne death of 200 
persons in Fort Wayne. 
The disease 
made its first appearance aò Lahore, in 
India, in 1845, spread to Europe and 
foimd its 
AA'ay to 
N O A V "York and New 
Orleans in 1848. Tlie. season in the Mau- 
mee valley was Avet and cold, and the 
disease, 
AA'hich 
finally 
reached this re- 
gion, found a favorable field for its fatal 
ravages. 
The first to develop the dis- 
ease is said to have been a laborer on 
the canal. 
Suddenly many homes on 
East Washington street Avere stricken, 
and soon man}»- others, chiefly on this 
street and on East, Wayne

Jeifferson streets.

terror-stricken 
citizens learned Avith alarm of the demise 
of many residents of the.'eastern section

man, Elizabeth Chrriis did come again, 
even as in her 
famous 
poem, 
"The 
Norseman," from which the 
quotation 
is taken, the Princess 
Ingeborg 
came 
again to the warrior Frithiof, her first 
sweetheart, from whom tyranny, treach- 
ery and an unhappy marriage bad sep- 
arated her. 


In 1900 Cranston Brenton was a stu- 
dent at Ti-inity college, 
in Hartford. 
Elizabeth Alden Curtis, an intellectual 
and cultured girl, member of an old Kew 
England family, met the young clergy- 
man; they became engaged. 


They had not long been 
betrothed 
when Miss Curtis published a small a^dI- 
ume of verse. 
Frederick Ernest Hol- 
man, who, with his brother, conducted a 
paper in Taunton, Mass., read the vol- 
ume, printed a review of it in his paper, 
and wi-ote to the authoress. She replied, 
and a correspoiidence begun which con- 
tinued several months. 
It revealed a 
kinship of spirit between the girl and 
the young newspaper man.,. 


But Holman had little money and no 
particular prospects. Dr.- Brenton 
came 
of a wealthy family, and his rise in the 
church seemed assured. 
Then, too, Hol- 
man and Miss Curtis had never seen one 
another. 
The marriage took place, and 
was followed a year or two later by the 
marriage of Holman to a girl in Te^un- 
ton. 


For four or five years no word passed 
between Holman and Mrs. Brenton. But 
both marriages 
turned out unhappily, 
and eventually letters began to pass be- 
tween them again.

enemy may easily be imagined when they 
receive from some unknown source a tor- 
nado of projectiles that chops them up 
even before they have the slightest indi- 
cation of the source whence the shots 
come. 
Tliis is w^hat can be done with 
thè modern battery, with its system of 
indirect or hidden fire. Nowadays, when 
a battei-y opens fire on an enemy 
un- 
awares i t turns forth a burst of fire, 
fciending one shell after another in such 
quick 
succession 
that 
frequently 
the 
echoing 
and 
re-echoing 
of 
the 
shots 
makes it impossible for an enemy to get 
the direction of the fire. 
Such a burst 
of 
fire is 
patterned 
after the 
French 
system. 
The French call it a "rafalC," 
w h i c h m e a n s a fire squall. 
This systenv 
has been adopted by this 
government, 
and much time is .spent in schooling the 
officers and men, both regulars and mili- 
, tia, in the use of the indirect fire. 


W'ith information that a column of the 
enemy is ajTproaching down 
jj. certain 
road an order is issued to advance rap- 
idly to a point designated, 
let us eay 
"No. 16," on the m&p which is before 
the officers. 
T h e command is to open 
fire 
from 
a 
masked 
position

enemy, w h o is soon to appear on a road

of scouts and agents of communication. 
Behind are the batteries stretching along 
the road to the rear.

W h e n any point is 
reached where roads fork or where the

lected for the battery. 
The commanders 
must be in position to see the object upon 
which they are to fire.

Telephone wires are strung by men on 
horseback at a gallop, establishing direct 
communication with the firing command- 
er and the commanders of the various 
batteries.

In

f i g h t 
against 
the 
Lupo- 
Morello 
gan 
the 
Secret Service was concerned f( r the 
most part with 
counterfeiting opera- 
tions in and around New York, but much 
was learned about the tctivities of the 
band in other fields, and many crimes 
were at least in part explained which 
might 
otherwise have gone down 
as 
baffling mysteries. 
There are criminal 
organizations in Italy perhaps to a cer- 
tain extent allied with the Black Hand 
of America, but the society which has 
its headquarters in New York fights its 
own battles. 


Comito. the man who ran the counter- 
feiting presses for the Black Handers 
in the stone house at Highland, in his 
confession, which I have quoted freely, 
throws light on the killing of Joseph 
Petrosino in Palermo while on business 
there for Theodore Bingham, then Police 
Commissioner of New York city. It is 
an example of how the Black 
Hand 
hounds its enemies to death. 
Petrosino 
left New York in great secrecy and no 
mention was made of it in the news- 
papers. 
His purpose was to get evi- 
dence against members of the 
Black 
Hand so tJiat they could be deported, 
and he was chosen for the work be- 
cause he was himself an Italian, serv- 
ing as the head of tlie Italian Detective 
Bureau of the New York police. 
He it 
was who helped me in establishing the 
identity of Manieno Benedetto, the vic- 
tim of the barrel murder, and there was 
among the police no man more hated 
and more feared by the Lupo-Morello 
bend than'this Petrosino. 


While Petrosino was in Palermo car- 
rying out his mission he was shot to 
death 
walking in the street, and his 
miirderer.i- escaped and were never ap- 
prehended. 
The crime remained a great 
mystery, and i''"-hough the police of New 
York called upon the Italian govern- 
ment to assist in clearing it up nothing 
was accomplished. While I may not say 
with certainty who killed Petrosino, I 
believe that certain things which Comito, 
the man who operated the counterfeit 
press in the stone house at Highland, 
told me throw'light on the subject. 


As I told in a nrevious article, Comito 
was.called to New York by Cecala, Mo- 
reUo's lieutenant, to consult on the print- 
ing of the two dollar American bills, 
which were continually a little off color. 
After complying with certain formal con- 
ditions 
Comito was taken to a room 
over a bank up town, where he was ques- 
tioned by Morello about the inlc used in 
printing the bills. In the room with Mo- 
rello, Cecala and Comito was a Cala- 
brian, a tall man, very dignified in ap- 
pearance and giving the impression of 
great dignity and strength. 
Throughout 
the interview this man, whom Comito 
knew only as Michele, the Calabrian 
said not a vpord. 
He seemed to be in a 
revery. 
As Cecala and Comito were 
leaving the room, according to Comito's 
confession:—

'Let us drink to our health and to h 
witih that carogna.' " 


Carogna in Italian means the putrid 
dead body of an animal and here evi- 
dently refers to Petrosino. 


Some days later Lupo returned to the 
stone house to examine some of the 
notes. Incidentally he was very much 
vexed with Comito for the work he had 
done on them. He praised Calichio for 
the manner in which he had mixed the 
inks, but to return to Comito's confes- 
sion:—

conversation at Morello's house and the 
time that Lupo was at the stone house 
before, I asked:— 


" 'Who is this Petrosino?' 
" 'He was the head of the Italian po- 
lice in New York,' replied Cecala. 
'A 
homely man! Worse than the bubonic 
plague!' 


" "I never knew him,' I said. 
" 'You never will,' Cecala said grimly. 
"Then, after all it was successful?' re- 
peated Uncle Vincent. 


" 'Certainly,' said Lupo. 
'It could not 
be successful in New York because he

No one has ever been arrested and con- 
victed for the murder of Joseph Petro- 
sino, but what Comito heard during his 
connection with the Black Hand speaks 
for itself. 
It shows the scope* of the 
society, how its mailed fist may strike 
even across the seas, though the head- 
quarters of the band is in prosaic, mat- 
ter of fact New York. 


There are other evidences of the world- 
wide power of the Black Hand. 
Many 
of its members have committed crimes 
in Italy and would be extradited if the 


"Let ns drink to our hesJth and to h 


Italian government would institute pro- 
ceedings. 
The fact that they do not is 
probably due partly to a f<jeling that 
Italy is well rid of them and partly to 
political influence. 
The political 
par- 
ties of the United 
States are by no 
means free from the influence of the 
Black Hand. 
Neither party as a whole 
is culpable in this respect nor any party 
in particular, but minor 
organizations 
of all parties existing an 
New 
York 
realize the power of the Black 
Hand 
and are not always above using i t 


In fighting the Black Hand the police 
in the past were to a certain extent ham- 
pered by this political influence. 


After the arrest of the counterfeiters 
which I described in a previous article 
a fund of ?50,000 was quickly raised to 
be used in their defence. 
Much of the 
money 
was 
forced 
from Italian 
and 
Sicilian residents of all the cities of the 
world by the compari or godfathers of 
the accused. 
These compari are bound 
to do all in their power to protect their 
godchildren, even though they know them 
to be criminals and are honest them- 
selves. 
The money raised by the com- 
pari 
to 
defend 
the 
Lupo-Morello 
counterfeiters 
came 
from 
Tunis, 
Al- 
giei-s, New Orleans, S t 
Louis, Liver- 
pool, New York and every other big 
city of the world where there are any 
considerable; number of Italian residents. 


It is small matter for wonder that 
the friends and agents of the 
Black 
Hand in foreign cities are able to raise 
money for the companions of the so- 
ciety who fall under arrest. 
Most of 
I the Black Handers have left villainous 
reputations 
behind 
them 
and 
their 
compatriots are afraid to refuse to con- 
tribute to the fund. 
This reputation 
gained in Italy often stands the Black 
'Hander in good stead. 


One of the men raising the defence 
fund for the trial of Lupo, Morello and 
the other men arrested in New York 
visited an Italian in New Orleans. 


"Some 
of 
my 
compatriots 
are 
in 
trouble," he said. 
"The law persecutes 


them and they are in need of money." 


The man in question knew that the 
law did not persecute any person un- 
justly. 
He realized that the men in 
trouble must be malefactors and he did 
not wish to give up any of his hard 
earned 
money 
to help 
them 
out of 
prison so that they could prey on peace- 
able citizens. 


"Who are the men?" he asked. 
The Black Hand agent 
enumerated 
them. 
At 
the mention 
of 
Giuseppe 
Morello his listener started. 
It would 
perhaps be safer to contribute to the 
fund. 
He knew ^the record of Giuseppe 
Morello in Italy. 


Giuseppe 
Morello! 
That 
was 
the 
man 
who had 
slain 
Giovanni 
Vella, 
chief of the Sylvan Guards, not half a 
block from his residence in Corleone. 
"The entire story came to tte mind of 
the man who had been asked to con- 
tribute to the defence fund for Lupo 
and Morellq. 


Again he heard the crash of exploding 
powder in the night 
As 
though 
he 
were 
reacting 
the scene he 
remem- 
bered how he had run from his house into 
the street, frightened more by the hor- 
rid scream of anguish he had heard than 
by the report of the revolver. He saw 
the sickly, pallil face of Giovanni Vella 
as the light from the street lamps shone 
upon the little group of men who were 
trying to succor him. 
He heard 
the 
choking voice of Vella, trying to tell 
them who had fired the shot 
which 
sent a bullet tearing through his bacli 
into his lung. And he remembered how 
Vella had died almost as soon as they 
had carried him into his house, before 
even the priest had come to insure his 
.soul everlasting life. 


The man ^in New Orleans 
remem- 
bered all this, and he trembled for his 
wife and for his children, should 
he 
refuse to contribute to the fund. 


He g9.ve freely. 
But what had Morello to, do with all 
this? I ^-ill tell you the story, and it 
is stranger than fiction. 


One night in 1889 Anna Di Puma, a

didn't meet one human being on the trip. 


His coffee planting was not a succeaa. 
He then trained Cubaiv patriots in New 
York city, and presently* joined the Cuban 
army, where his thrilling adventures with 
Gomez and Garcia are still talked of.

neighbor 
of 
Giovanni 
Vella» 
walked 
through a dark alley to make a short 
cut 
to 
her home. 
In a shadow she 
noticed two men, lurking. 
She was a 
little frightened at fu-st, but noticing 
that one of the men was Morello, whom 
she knew very well, she continued on her 
way and would have thought nothing 
more of the incident 


She had not reached her house, how- 
ever, when she heard a shot behind 
her. 
Running back into the alley she 
was the first to come upon the body of 
Giovanni Vella lying in the very shadow 
where the two men had been standing. 
Next day Mrs. Di Puma told her neigh- 
bors of the two men she had seen in 
the alley, and declared Ciat she would go 
to a magistrate and relate all she knew. 


Two days later Mrs. Di Puma sat in 
the doorway of a" neighbor's store. 
A 
carbine crashed twice. 
Mrs. Di Puma 
toppled forward on the ground. 
Two 
bullets had entered her body and she 
was dead. 


Morello 
was 
arrested 
and 
charged 
with the murder of Anna Di 
Puma, 
for it was known that the woman in- 
tended to become a witness against him 
when the Vella case got into the courts. 
Now Morello was at that time a mem- 
ber of the Mafia, an organization which 
Vella had sworn to break up. 
In the 
Mafia were two lawyers, who 
swore 
that Morello was in Palermo at 
the 
very hour when Anna Di Puma was shot 
in Corleone. 
Morello was 
discharged 
for lack of evidence. 


Francesco Ortonello had been arrested 
meanwhile for the murder of Vella. 


This is 
the 
way 
it 
came 
about. 
Shortly before his death 
Vella 
had 
accumulated so much evidence against 
the Mafia that he would soon be in a 
position to arrest and convict a number 
of the members. 
At the time of his 
death the election for the chief of the 
Sylv9.n Guards was at hand,, and the 
Mafia, knowing that to defeat Vella 
they must put up a man of unques- 
tioned integrity, brought about the nomi- 
nation of Francisco'Ortonello, who was 
not aware that the Mafia agents were 
behind the campaign for his nomination. 


Shortly before 
the election was 
to 
talje place Vella went to the home of 
Ortonello and denounced him. 


"So, "Francisco 
Ortonello," 
fumed 
Vella in a rage, "you have taken off 
your mask. 
Never before did I think 
that you were one of the Mafia's pup- 
pets. I 
thought 
that 
you 
were 
an 
honest man; but, alasj, I fooled mys'&lf." 


Angered by this denunciation in hjs 
own home, Ortonello took up a carbine 
,'.nd drove Vella.from the house. 
Never- 
theless he considered well what Vella 
had said and investigated the situation. 
When he was satisfied that the Mafia 
J.ad forced his nomination in order to 
defeat their bitter foei Vella. he re- 
signed. 


Vhe Mxt night Vella wai ghet to dMth. 


The commander of the carabineers was 
a great friend of Vella and dined with " 
him the evening before he was shot. 
He 
was at the wounded man's side before he 
died and asked him if he knew who was 
responsible for his death. 
Vella. reeled 
off a string of names of men he had been 
fighting in the Mafia. 


"So many could not be held respon- 
sible," said the chief of the carabineers. 
"All would «scape and none be punished. 
Have you had c. quarrel with any person 
recently?" 


"Yes," muttere 1 Velja. "I quarrelled— 
yesterday—with—Ortonello. 
He wanted 
to—take—my job away—take the bread 
and—butter—from—my wife and children. 
He threatened me—^with a gun." 


Ortonello was immediately arrested by 
two of the carabineers and taken before 
Vella. 


"Is this the man with whom you qnar- 
relled?" asked the chief. 


Too weak to speak, Vella nodded hii 
head in the affirmative and fell back 
dead. 


When Ortonello was brought to trial 
for the killing of Vella many honest wit- 
nesses attempted to aid him. 
Pietro Mi- 
lone, a police officer, tried to -ring into 
court evidence clearing OrtoneUo. 
One 
night as he was walking home he was 
murdered and the assassins were not ap- 
prehended. 


Blaggia Milone lived directly areoss 
the street from the spot where Vella 
was killed. 
Later she admitted that she 
saw Morello shoot the captain of the 
Sylvan Guards. 
She was intimidated 
and later came to New York, where her 
cousin 
Domenico 
Milone conducted 
a 
grocery store, which served as the head- 
quarters 
for 
the 
distribution 
of 
the 
counterfeit money. 


Ortonello's son was tireless in his ef- 
forts to have his father freed, and was 
several times warned by the Mafia to 
cease his efforts. 
He was not to be 
intimidated, and one night three 
rifle 
shots were fired at him, all of which, 
however, went wide of the mark. 


Guarina Zangara lived in a room next 
to the one occupied by Morello and his 
mother at the time of the murder of 
Vella. 


He 
heard 
Morello enter 
the 
room 
shortly after the shooting and heard his 
mother say to him, sobbing :— 


"Oh, 
Peppe, what have you 
done? 
Now they will come and arrest you." 


"Have no fear, mother," replied Mo- 
rello. 
"They have gone on the wrong 
scent." 


Zangara, fearing a fate such as Anna 
Di Puma met, did not tell the authori- 
ties until after Ortonello was convicted 
of the crime. 
When he did offer his 
information he was told that it was too 
iate; that he should have come forward 
during the trial. 


It was many days before Zangara's 
dead body was found under a bridge 
which crossed a small stream near Cor- 
leone. 


Two 
lawyers 
who conducted 
Orto- 
nello's defence were in reality members 
of the Mafia. 
They continually pointed 
out to the accused that his case was so 
clear 
that he could not be 
convicted. 
Tliere was no necessity, they said, to 
prepare an elaborate defence. 
No tri- 
bunal could find him guilty. 
All tha 
time they were playing into the hands 
of the Mafia, and Ortonello was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 


Thus with the dying motion of his 
head did Giovanni Vella seal the fata 
of a victim of the very men fighting 
a1;ainst whom he gave up his life. 
Or- 
tonello served more than twenty years ia 
prison before he was released on evi- 
dence presented to the Italian govern- 
ment 
He 
and 
his family are 
living 
prosperously in New York at the present 
time. 
, 


All this was known by the man 
i a ' 
New 
Orleans 
when the 
Black 
Hand 
agent asked him for a contribution to 
the defence fund for the counterfeiter«. 
He knew what he might expect from 
these men if he refused, and he gay« 
generously. 


Uncle Vincent, one of the counter- 
feiters who were with Comito in the stone 
house at Highland, enjoyed a reputation 
for crime in Italy. 
Comito tells of it in 
his confession. 


"One day while we were working ou 
the presses," he told me, "Uncle Vin- 
cent explained that he had been a raiser 
of cattle in his own town. 
Passing a 
field he saw two oxen which he wished 
to purchase. 


"The price the owner askea was not 
satisfactory to him and a discussion fol- 
lowed, in the course of which the owner 
of the oxen said something at which 
Uncle Vincent took offence. 


"Without saying a word Uncle Vincent 
raised the rifle which he was carrying 
and shot the owner of the animals dead. 
Another man who had been working in 
the field ran for his "life, but Uncle Via- 
cent dropped him with a bullet before 
he had gone fifty paces." 


Having committed a double murder. 
Uncle Vincent knew that he must leav« 
the countrj. 
He had no money, so hs 
searched the pockets. of the first man 
and 
found 
250 
lire. 
The 
murderer 
waited only long enough to write a let- 
ter to his family, then he escaped to 
Tunis. 
From there he made his way to 
Tokio, where he lived by robbing. 
Whea 
he bad accumulated enough money h« 
went to ILiverpool and lived by Ûeft 
until he left there for New Orleans." 


It is no wonder that Italians throngb- 
out the world fear these men who glory 
in a reputation f^r crime an., who l^old 
human life so cheaply when it is 
their own. 
That is why we should In- 
spiré fear ¿-4 the hearts of the men ad 
the Black Hand and scatter the sodctgi 
to the winds.

I t is only about a quarter of a mile 


and it's all in the game. 


Folks way stare at your flannel shirt 


iu the subway, and if the handle of the 


frying pan sticks out of the wrapping 


paper because you couldn't jam it into 


the suit case many jaunty young blades 


WHO would rather be caught putting a 


bad pcnriy in a slot machine than carry- 


ing a bundle, will sneer in the most ap- 


proved head waiter manner. You mustn't 


mind this. 
When you get over into Jer- 


sey they won't think anything of it. They 


are less provincial there. 


A.t Singac you can hire a canoe from 


Jim 
McLaughlin, 
at 
the 
River 
Edge 
Park, or from the big pavilion just acros^ 
the river. 
At River Edge Park you can 
lay in a supply of bacon, beans and other 
necessaries of camp life if you' haven't 
carried them with you. 
Don't go expect- 
ing to stop at some liostelry where you 
can have dinner and music. 
The first 
time I took the trip I expected to get 
dinner at some inn, and I went hungry 
all day. 
Y^ou say "Au revoir" to civiliza- 
tion v.'hen j'ou paddle under the railroad 
bridge a hundred yards from the starting 
point at Singac. 


At Singac you start to paddle down 
stream with a swift curreut. 
You can't 
lose j'our way. 
Half 
a mile or more 
down stream the river divides, but either 
branch will take you to the portage just 
above the dam at Little Falls. 
The pho- 
tograph showing the caiioe ou the rocks 
was taken jqst above the dam. 
You will 
have to carry the canoe a short distance 
here, but it is like tramping through an 
Adirondack trail, except that there aren't 
any of the giant trees which one finds 
nowhere in this p a r t of the country out- 
side of some of the virgin forests in the 
Adirondacks. 


The trail leads to the old Morris and 
Essex Canal, which has been abandoned 
for commercial purposes. 
Every spring 
the canal is emptied and fresh Avater 
turned iu from the feeders. 
As some of 
the accompanying phQtographs show% the 
canal is qui^e as pretty as a river, and 
one would never suspect he was not on 
a ijtrcam except for the absence of cur- 
rent. 


One branch of the canal leads to Mor- 
ristown and fui'ther to Lake Hopatcong, 
but this i s ^ day's trip, paddling hard, 
and to go there and return one 
must 
camp out at least one night. 
The other 
branch 
goes through Pequannock 
and 
follows the course of the river. 
I t is a 
pretty trip to Morristown, and entails a 
portage over a hill Avhere the canal boats 
formerly were lifted from the water on 
skids and towed up an incline and down 
the other side. 


I t is the Pequannock branch of 
the 
canal which holds out the greatest possi- 
bilitie'fi- for the one day or half day trip. 
This branch strikes off from the main 
canal at Mountain View, and there the 
canoe has to be carried over the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western 
Rail- 
road tracks. 
T h a t is the end of the port- 
aging until Pequannock is reached. There 
it is a matter of sliding the canoe down 
a bank some twenty-five feet into the 
river again. 
At times on the trip up 
the river and the canal are two miles or 
more apart, but they run parallel for a 
mile or more near Pequannock. 
From 
this point it is all downstream paddling 
back to Singac, aud there is plenty of 
excitement at times. 


The photograph showing the camp fire 
was taken about fifteen minutes' 
pad- 
dling from ihe point where the canoe 
was put back into the river. Tiiere are 
plenty of gravel beaches along the banks 
where dinner may be eaten in the shade, 
and mo.squitoes "are at a minimum be- 
cause of the absence of grass. 


A little green or Avet wood on the fire 
will help to keop them away. 
There is 
no coffee like that made over a wood 
fire under tlie open sky in the battered 
aud blackened coffee pot t h a t has been 


with you through many seasons of camp- 
ing. A fcAV grounds fnid their Avay into 
the cup, of course, but one doesn't mind 
that.

Those first on the market and 
still In use could only stew and boll. 
The food must be started on the

process of cooldng was well under way.

A Knowledge of His Bird Friends and Enemies is important to the Farmer 
and Orchardist in Order That He May Protect Those Which Are 
Friends and Drive A w a y Or Destroy the Enemies, 


The material prosperity of state and 
nation depends largely on agriculture, 
and any agent that ser^'es to increase 
the size of crops and insure their cer- 
tainty is of direct interest and import- 
ance to the farmer. 
Birds constitute 
one of the 
most valuable 
of 
these 
agents, "since they depend largely for 
their food on insects which are among 
the farmer's rixost dreaded foes. 


Entomologists have estimated 
that 
insects yearly cause a loss of upwards 
of $700,000,000 to the agricultural in- 
terests of the United States. 
Were It 
not for our birds the loss would be 
much greater, and Indeed It is believed 
that without the aid of our feathered 
friends successful agriculture would be 
Impossible. 
A knowledge of the birds 
that protect his crops is, therefore, as 
important to the f a r m e r as a knowl- 
edge of the Insect pests that destroy 
them. 
Such knowledge is the 
more 
important because the relation of birds 
to man's interests is extremely 
com- 
plex. 
Thus, while it may be said that 
most of our birds are useful, there are 
only a few of them that are always 
and everywhere useful and that never 
do harm. 
Insectivorous birds, for in- 
stance, destroy, along with a vast mul- 
titude of h a r m f u l Insects, some para- 
sitic 
and 
predatory 
kinds. 
These 
latter 
a^e 
among 
Nature's 
most 
effective agents for keeping 
destruc- 
tive insects In check. 
To the extent, 
then, that birds destroy useful para- 
sitic insects, they are harmful. 
But. 
taking the year round, the good they 
do by the destruction of insects injur- 
ious to man's Interests far outweighs 
the little h a r m they do. 
It may be 
said, too, that of the birds 
usually 
classed as noxious, there are very few 
that do not possess redeeming traits. 


America is greatly favored In the 
number 
and 
character 
of its birds, 
which not only include some of the 
gems of the bird world, as the warb- 
lers and h u m m i n g birds, but on tha 
whole embrace few destructive species. 
Not only do many birds satisfy our 
esthetic sense through their beautiful 
plumage and their sweet voices, but 
they are man,'elously adapted to their 
respective fields of activity. 


One of the most useful groups of 
native birds is the sparrow 
family. 
While some of the tribe wear gay suits 
of many hues, most of the sparrows 
are clad In modest brown tints, and

as they spend much of the time in 
grass and weeds are commonly over- 
looked. 
Unobtrusive as they are, they 
lay the f a r m e r under a heavy 
debt 
of gratitude by their food habits, since 
their chosen fare consists largely of 
seeds of weeds. 
Selecting a 
typical 
member of the group, the tree spar- 
row, for instance, one-fourth ounce of 
weed seed per day is a conservative 
estimate 
of 
the 
food 
of 
an 
adult. 
On 
this 
basis, 
in

large 
agri- 
cultural - state 
like 
Iowa, 
tree 
spar- 
rows 
awnually 
eat 
approximately 
875 
tons 
of 
weefl 
seeds. 
Only 
the farmer, upon whose shoulders falls 
the heavy burden of freeing his land 
of noxious weeds, can realize what this 
vast consumption of weed seeds means 
in the saving and cost of labor. 
Some 
idea of the money value of,this group 
of birds to the country may be gained 
from the statement that the total value 
of the f a r m products in the 
United 
States 
two 
years 
ago 
reached 
the 
amazing sum of $8,926,000,000. 
If we 
estimate that the total consumption of 
weed seed by the combined members 
of the sparrow family resulted in a 
saving of only 1 per cent of the crops 
—not a violent assumption—the sum 
saved to farmers by these birds during 
that year, was $89,260,000. 


The song sparrow, which is found in 
the entire United States, except 
the 
extreme southern states, is a true har- 
binger of spring, and its delightful lit- 
tle song is trilled forth from the top

before' most 
of our other 
son;g-sters 
have thought 
of leaving the 
Sunny 
South. 
Song sparrows vary much in 
habits, as well as in size and colora- 
tion. 
Some forms live along streams 
bordered by deserts, others m swamps 
among bulrushes, others in timbered 
reg-ions, others on rocky, barren hill- 
sides, and still others in rich, fertile 
valleys. 
With such a variety of habi- 
tât. the food naturally varies consid- 
erably. 
About three-fourths of its diet 
consists of seeds of noxious weeds and 
one-fourth of insects. 
Beetles, espec- 
ially v/eevils, ants, wasps, black olive 
scale and caterpillars are eaten by these 
birds. 
- 


The chipping sparrow is very friend- ' 
iy and domestic, and builds Its nest in 
gardens and orchards or in shrubbery 
close to dwellings. 
Its gentle and con- 
fiding ways endear it to all bird lovers. 
Its diet consists of about 42 per cent 
of insects and spiders and 5 8 per cent 
of vegetable matter. 
The animal food 
consists 
largely 
of 
caterpillars, 
of 
which it feeds a great many to its 
young; weevils, wasps and many other 
insects are eaten. 
A nest with four 
young of this species was watched for 
four days. 
In seven hours of ob.serva- 
tion 119 feedings were noted, or an 
average of 17 feedings per hour. 
This 
would give for a day of 14 hours at 
least 23S insects eaten by the brood. 


The beautiful white crowned spar- 
row is more numerous In the 
West 
than in the East. 
In California this 
bird was accused of eating the buds 
and blossoms of fruit trees, but buds or 
blossoms were found in only 30 out of 
516 stomachs examined. 
From this it 
is evident that neither the f a r m e r or 
fruit grower has much to fear f r o m 
this sparrow. 


The 
English 
sparrow, 
universally 
condemned, has ever increased in spite 
of all oposition. 
Its habit of driving 
out or killing more beneficial species 
and the defiling of buildings by its 
o-mi unsightly structures—and also its 
droppings, 
are serious objections 
to 
this sparrow. 
In rural districts it is 
destructive to grain, fruit, peas, beans 
and other vegetables. 
On the 
other 
hand, the bird feedà to some extent on 
Insect 
pests, 
and 
especially 
does 
it 
promise to be of service in holding in 
check the alfalfa weevil which is dam- 
aging alfalfa In some of the western 
statea- 


With the idea of helping farmers to 
construct inexpensive and more con- 
venient homes, either for their own 
use or for tenants, or for the family 
of the hired man, specialists" in the 
employ of the government are prepar- 
ing a series of plans.

INJURY FROM ALFALFA LEAF-WEEVIL 


By E. G. TTTÜS. 


The alfalfa leaf-weevil, which has 
during the last few years been doing 
considerable damage in parts of our 
western states, is a European insect 
which by some means unknown has 
been Introduced into this country. 


A good brush drag. 


The ^pecies appears to be not un- 
common'throughout Europe and parts 
of Asia and Africa. 
It belongs to the 
large 
order 
of 
hard-shelled 
insects 
called beetles, and in a group gener- 
ally called snout-beetles. To this same 
group belong many of our most ser- 
ious pests, such as the plum curcullo, 
cotton boll weevil and strawberry wee- 
vil. 
It occurs all over Europe, a por- 
tion of Northern Africa and Eastern 
Asia. 
It probably occurs throughout 
all, of the regions in which alfalfa 1B 
cultivated in the eastern hemisphere, 
but rarely causinar damage sufflclent 
to be reported. 


This weevil belongs to a family of 
insects which 
feed principally 
upon 
leguminous plants and several species 
in the genus 
have 
been 
introduced 
into the United 
States and 
Canada. 
Two of these, the clover leaf-wevil, 
and the lesser clover leaf-weevil, have 
done 
considerable 
damage 
to 
the 
clover crop in tne eastern and central 
states, and the f o r m e r has been re- 
ported as Injuring clover In the ex- 
treme northv-est. 
They also feed on 
alfalfa and other related plants. 


Many methods of ridding the 
fields 
of these pests have been tried—burn- 
ing, sweeping and dragging and with 
varying resu'ts. 
Many patterns of the 
brush drag are in use, but the one 
which seems to be giving the best re- 
sults, is made by laying the butts of 
rather short 
brush, five or six feet 
long, in a row on a plank twelve or 
fourteen feet long, then another row 
should be laid on the first, consisting 
of 
longer 
brush, 
with 
t h e 
butts 
trimmed a little further back, so that 
you will h^ve in effect two brush har- 
rows, one following the other. 
An- 
other 
plank 
should 
be laid 
on 
the 
brush butts and bolted to the under 
plank. 
In weighting this harrow, lay 
an ordinary tooth harrow, teeth dpwn, 
directly 
on 
the 
brush 
drag. 
This 
makes 
a very 
even 
weight, 
at 
the 
s a m e - t i m e it is so 
flexible 
that 
the 
drag will work its way down into the 
small depressions as well as over the 
elevations of the field. 


The 
brush 
drag 
is 
effective 
In 
knocking the larvae feeding on 
the 
stubble to the ground where it man- 
gles 
many 
of 
them 
and 
suffocates 
others by the dust stirred up. 
If the 
drag is built right, there will be parts 
of the brush tearing through 
every 
crown of alfalfa in the field and stir- 
ring up the soil. sufilciQntly to cause 
a dense fine dust in which many of 
the younger larvae are suffocated and 
which the older ones find it very hard 
to crawl through to reach the plants, 
many of them perishing lln the heat 
of the sun. 


How to KiD and Bleed 
Poultry For Market 


"Grasp the chicken, when 
killing, 
by the bony part of the skull. 
Do not 
let the fingers touch the neck. 
Make 
a small cut with a small sharp pointed 
knife on the right side of the roof of 
the chicken's mouth, just where the 
bones of the skull end. 
Drain 
for 
dry picking by thrusting 
the 
knife 
through the groove which runs along 
the middle line of the roof 
of 
the 
mouth until it touches the skull mid- 
way between the eyes. 
Use a knife 
which is not more than 2 inches long, 
one-fourth 
inch 
wide, with a 
thin, 
flat 
handle, 
a 
sharp 
point, 
and 
a 
straight cutting edge." 


A very large proportion of the un- 
sightly poultry in our markets aside 
from the rubbing and tearing of the 
skins, is caused by an Incomplete re- 
moval of the blood. 
This is evidenced 
by red dots which frequently 
occur 
where the feathers have been removed, 
especially over the thighs and wings, 
or by the small veins, which m a r the 
appears-nce of the neck. 
Generally it, 
is the neck which shows most plainly 
the presence of blood in the fowl, or 
that a wrong method has been used 
in cutting the blood vessels In an at- 
tempt to empty them. 
The neck is 
the 
first 
part to discolor, 
becoming 
first red, then bluish red or purple and 
finally 
green as aging progresses.

Sprinkle the manure piles 
with kerosene oil, or better—remove 
the

Odorless Cabbage a 


New Vegetable 


A new 
Chinese odorless 
cabbage, 
introduced 
into 
this 
country 
f r o m 
the Shantung province of China, has 
been 
grown 
on 
experimental 
plots 
near 
Washington. 
David 
Fairchild, 
who 
is 
In 
charge 
of 
the 
govern- 
ment's work in plant introduction, and 
Dr. D. N. Shoemaker, a horticultural 
expert in the bureau of plant Industry, 
have been doing the work. 
The odor- 
le.ss cabbage is rated as a great delicacy 
by those who have tasted it. 
It was 
discovered In China by the plant ex- 
plorers of the department of agricul- 
ture. 
Besides 
lacking 
the 
cabbage 
emell, it has the additional advantage 
of being a very rapid grower. 


The Chinese cabbage is different in 
shape from the domestic varieties, be- 
ing long and narrow. 
It also requires 
a different method of cultivation. 
The 
seeds 
of 
the 
common 
cabbage 
are, 
planted in the early spring In a hot 
bed or cold frame, 
and 
the 
young 
plants are set out after the danger of 
frost is past. 
The seeds of the new 
Chinese cabbage, however, are planted 
during the first week of August in the 
open ground, and they head up in the 
early winter. 


The 
vegetable 
is 
adaptable 
to 
practically all sections of the country 
where 
the 
domestic 
cabbage 
will 
gro^w, 
and 
where 
the 
soil 
is 
rich 
enough 
so that 
the 
growth 
of 
the 
plant may be forced. 
For men who 
are engaged in intensive farming, this 
cabbage is likely to become popular. 
A grower can raise a crop of spinach 
and 
possibly a crop of snap 
beans 
before he plants the cabbage sesds in 
August.

REMEDIES FOR THE WOOLLY APHIS

For

Waste tobacco stems, which 
can be purchased very cheaply, 
can 
be used in place of powdered tobacco. 


Natural el^mies do far more than 
is generally supposed toward reducing 
the number of aphids, but in a dry 
season especially, nature must be as- 
sisted if these insects are to be kept 
reduced 
to 
nondestructive 
numbers. 
Kerosene emulsion is an efficient rem- 
edy. 
Add one part of a boiled mix- 
ture 
of one-half 
pound of 
common 
soap and a gallon of water, two parts 
of kerosene, dilute with cold water to 
form fifteen to twenty parts. 
A dou- 
ble handful of refuse tobacco boiled in 
a gallon of water and diluted to form 
six or eight gallons', is a valuable and 
easily prepared remedy. 


Carbolic soap dissolved and so di- 
luted that a decided odor of carbolic 
odor still remains, is another very ef- 
fective remedy.

There is nothing better for destroy- 
ing poultry mites than crude carbolic 
acid and kerosene. 
If constantly u§ed, 
t^e fowls will never be troubled. They 
rnay be sprayed 
on the 
walls 
and 
roosts, or may be put on with an old 
paint brush, or, if this Is not handy, 
an old broom may be used. 
Both 
are inexpensive and may be liberally 
applied at but little cost. 
Do 
not 
overlook any portion of the 
house, 
roosts or nest boxes, and the fowls 
will not only keep free of lice, but 
scaly legs will never be seen.

to his daughter as a part of her dowry 
in the year 1700. 


The spi'ead is a particularly handsome 
example of lace work of the period. 
The 
entire border surrounding the cloth is of 
flat Venetian lace. 
The spread contains 
more than 100 metres of lace.

Venise laces are used in the spread. There 
are very few m\iseUms of Europe that 
contain so rare an example in so perfoct* a 
state of iiresorvation as this old piece.

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Concordia's Anniversary. 


The diamond anniversary of OujnorrUa r-ollepp, uow 


at hand and7to be appropriately celebrated by a notable 
ingathering of friends and former students nf the splendid 
institution, is a noteworthy event in Fort Wayne's his- 
tory. The occasion is invested with very deep interest 
not alone for those upon its long and imposing list of stu- 
'dents that comprise its seventy-five, years of class rosters. 
and not alone for those who have kept more or less closelv 
in touch with its work and it? progress. Xo narrow 
boundary lines circumscribe the field from which felicita- 
tions will come on this occasion. jYJl Fort Wavne will re- 
joice with Concordia, and messages from every state and 
froim practically every civilized land under the skies to 
which its graduates have gone in far-flung line will blend 
in gladsome greetings on the college anniversary. 


Though founded in the backwoods of Missouri three- 


quarters of a century ago, the real history of Ooncnrdia 
college has been its Fort Wayne history. Tt ciune to this 
city after a few struggling years in the state of its found- 
ing, and here began the real progress and growth that has 
made the institution great and given it ii.-itinn-wide stand- 
ing. Let it not be presumed that the. way has been an easy 
one. How numerous have been the vicissitudes and how 
long and how strenuous has been the struggle to reach the 
present pinnacle of achievement, only those who have 
fought to battle are qualified to say. But there has been 
(constant and steady advancement, and universal verdict 
will be that the effort has been worth while.

in the

written with the sword upon her treas- 
ures of art. 


Even Asquith, the great eat, admit* 


that the mice have been too clever for 
him! 


Finesse having failed, masculine Eng- 


land now reverts naturally to force. She 
has armed the guardians of her historic 
mansions with guns and with bull dogs. 
And from :il lover the country comes 
the cry of the baffled barbarian: 


"Let them die!" 
Even the clergy joins in it!

Barrows, of the International league, and 
Manager Jn.-k Dunn, of the Baltimore 
elu'n of that organization, for the removal 
of the draft rule. The International league 
officials complain that the Federal league 
has made its hardest fights for patronage 
in their territory. They arpue that wiih 
lhc draft ride removed the International 
league will assume the Hassifieation of a 
major league and thereby In, in a better 
position to combat the Federal lea^np op- 
position. 
This same argument applies 


also to the American association and Uie 
Pacific' ''oast league, the other two class 
AA leagues, and should the demand of 
the Imcrnaiional league 1m granted these" 
organizations are almost certain to mal<e 
similar requests to be classed as majors. 


The National league club owners also 


are in session here today awaiting word 
of the action of the national comrnisBlon 
as to plans for concerted action against 
the Federals. It Is said that while'there 
is much opposition in the National league 
to the demand of the International for 
major league recognition, that it will die 
out If the supreme court of 
organize.! 
baseball rules that it Is to the best in- 
terests of all concerned to remove the 
draft rule from one or all of the class AA 
circuits. 
President Ban Johnson, of the 


American league. Is said to be in favor of 
raising the International to 
the 
major 


league, and President Tener. it In re- 
ported, ie Inclined to side with President 
Johnson if no better means can be devised 
to maintain the supremacy of organized 
baseball. The attitude of Chairman Garry 
Herrmann, of 
tho national 
commission, 


cannot be learned but he is known to 
favor any plan, however drastic, to stop 
the growth of the new "outlaw" Fed- 
erals.

Coneordia Gets Donation. 


In connection with the diamond jubi- 


lee celebration, announcement is made by 
:hr> college trustees, Messrs. H. H, Kart- 
vig, Charles ,T. Scheimann and William 
Breiic.r, through Prof. I^ouis Dorn. head 
of. the science and mathematics depart- 
ment, that the valuable, collection 
.if 


microscopic specimens of the late Fred- 
erick W. Kuhne has been donated to (he 
college by Paul F., C. H. K. and C. W. 
Kuhne. 


The father of these gentlemen. Fred- 


erick W. Kuhne, was a microscopist of 
note; he carried on extended investiga- 
tions with the aid of this scientific in- 
strument. Any one who was closely as- 
sociated with him knows that he had in 
his possession one of the best micro- 
scopes, and that with untfring efforts he 
prepared slides for the examination of 
specimens. 
A very large collection ao- 


comulated in the course of years, until 
eventually it grew to be one of the best 
in the country. It represents a value 
of approximately $2,600. 


It was the wish of the 
late Mr. 


Kuhne that his collection should remain 
together and do service to mankind in 
some institution of learning; As a mem- 
ber of associations for the advancement 
of microscopical studies, he naturally 
was very much interested in the progress 
of this particular branch of science, and 
he realized that a college or a scientific 
school could make use of the results of 
his labors better than any private indi- 
vidual. Nor was he merely nn enthusi- 
ast in his work. Even « slight examina- 
tion of the large collection shows that 
his efforts were carried on with iinii.-iia]' 
intelligence and knowledge of the mat- 
ter in hand; the collection will prove to' 
be a delight to every scientist.

down by our men on (lie south bank. 


I'inally White and Trembley made a 


noose in the end of the rope, gathered in 
several feet of slack, and. astonishing to 
relate, mode a dash for the trench and 
slipped it over one of the bamboo up- 
rights of the work, returning then to 
the river bunk, while wo opened tire 
again directly over them to prevent the 
occupants of the trench from cutting the 
rope. 


It was found that the raft would sup- 


port eight men; so 1 got on board, with 
seven others, and. by pulling along the 
rope, we had in a few moments joined 
White ami Trembley on tin; nthcr bank. 
As soon as we landed we dashed into 
the trench near its. finding it simply full 
of dead and wounded men. The few who 
were uninjured surrendered at once. As 
each raft, load arrived, the men were or- 
dered to crouch low under the cover of 
the river hank. 
Finally 1 had with me 


Captain Orwig, Lieutenants AVliiwier and 
Hopkins, and forty-one 
enlisted men, 


everv one of whom carried ^00 cartridges 
for his Krag. 


About half way between 
the spot 


where we had landed and the bridge a 
small but deep stream called the Rio 
rnin-'iv empties i n t o the Rio fi'nindc, 
L'util we reached this, we found the 


trenches of the enemv deserted, hut 
llie works between this and the bridge 
were fairlv swarming with men. 


However, they saw that if we suc- 


ceeded in crossing the Kio Francis we 
would be among them. and. having been 
terribly hhaken by the fire poured into 
them from across the Rio (Irande, they 
began to vacate, not across the fire-swept 
open, but along trenches leading to the 
rear. For a moment it looked ns if the 
light was won. and we tried to cross the 
Kio Francis, hut found that it. T»S be- 
yond depth, though not more ths, sixty 
feet wide. 
Accordingly we moved rap- 


idly up it. nmrching by our left (lank, 
and soon were in a veritable hornets' 
nest. We had come out, from the shel- 
ter of the bamboos along the bank of the 
Rio Grande and were ir. the margin of a 
field of young corn about two feet high.

Francis was a maze of trenches, and. as 
the stream curved around our left Hank, 
we were getting it from two sides. The 
nearest trenches of the

within a stone's throw, but we could not 
rush them because of the intervening 
stream. 


A' noon as we had broken into the 


open, the men, had been ordered to lie 
flat ami fire from that position, as other- 
wise we would have lasted about as long 
as the proverbial snow-hall in a blast 
f nrnaee. 


The men. though having the hardest 


light of their lives, were under perfect 
cont rol. 


The tire of the enemy had begun to

when 
u. startled ex- 


clamation began to run along the line of 
prostrate men ns we heard directly on 
our front the unmistakable whirring of 
a machine gun. and at the same time, 
just, past our right flank, at a distance 
of not more than thirty feet, the dust 
was being whipped up along a space 
four or five feet wide and sixtv 
feet 


long. 
A dozen men cried out, "It's the 


Maxim!" and one added the 
cheerful 


prediction, "We're goners," 
being im- 


mediately 
afterwards 
affectionately 


kicked liy his colonel, with an injunction 
to keep his views to himself. 


I had stood up as soon as the Maxim 


opened, and, hv following back the di- 
rection indicated by the stream of dust 
kicked up, had no difficulty in locating 
the gun and the men serving under it. 
It was under a stone culvert of the rail- 
way, about 2(H'i 3 ards north of the bridge 
iind 
.'Hill yards from our 
front, being 


completely protected from the lire of our 
troops ou the south hide of the river. 


"Cease tiring:" was blown, and as soon 


as one could make himself heard the men 
were ordered to load their magazines, 
then to rise to their feet, and the com- 
mand: "I'rider that culvert -—rapid fire!'' 
'I he .Maxim stopped business then and 
there, every man in the detachment serv- 
in:; it being killed or disabled. It is my 
(inn belief that if the weapon had been 
played laterally instead of being held 
on the same spot, not a handful of ns 
would have survived, as they had our 
range perfectly.

The devastation in the ranks of the

the direction of the fire. Such .1 burst 
of fire is patterned after the French 
system. The French call it a "raf.ilC-." 
which means a fire squall. This system 
has been adopted by this government, 
and much time Is spent in schooling the 
officers and men, both regulars and mili- 
tia, in the use of the indirect fire. 


With information that a column ot the 


enemy is approaching down a certain 
road an order is issued to advance rap- 
idly to n point designated, let us nay 
"No. 10," on the map which is before 
th'e, officers. The. command is to opeu 
fire from a masked position on the 
enemy, who is soon to appear on a rnnd 
designated as "Xo. M—ID0..1! road, dis- 
tance from the designated position of 
the battery about four thousand yards." 
The officers are riding nt the head of 
their column, with reconn«issance offi- 
cers. Hehind them are trumpeters, nnd 
behind these scouts, telephone corporals 
and telephone privates equipped with 
field telescopes and buzzer wire, and 
privates specially trained In the duties 
of scouts and agents of communication.

York called upon the Italian govern- 
ment to n-Tsist la clearing It up nothing 
was accomplished.

than eight days; therefore, if all flltfc 
is destroyed or cleaned up weekly ol 
semi-weekly the eggs will have no titai 
to develop and there will bo no flies 
Flies are plentiful in communities in di- 
rect proportion to its nncleanlinesg."

DRINK AND ACCIDENTS 


The extent to which financial loss to 


the community is caused by intemper- 
ance cannot bo learned by anj| study 
of the vico of drunkcncss and its conse- 
quences. 
Drink indulgence impairs the 


working power and diairable, caution of 
many a man who cannot be said to be 
intoxicated in the popular sense of the 
term. The Canadian Koyal Commission 
on the. liquor traffic 
learned from em- 


ployers of labor that the work of many 
nn institution is interfered with materi- 
ally" by the lessening of the vigilance 
and energy of men who might be said 
to be merely moderate drinkers. 


This question in so far ns it relates 


to accidents that are partly attributable 
to drink, is discussed very forcibly :n 
the following article in the Pioneer by 
Dr. T. 15. Crothers, who has given a 
great deal of time to personal inquiry 
into this matter, and whose professional 
work has put him in a position to ob- 
tain wide 
experience 
concerning 
the 


subject on which he writes: 


During the last few years a number 


of very startling 
accidents have been 


clearly traceable to personal errors and 
mistakes of those who were using spir- 
its. In most cases this fact is suppressed 
for the reason of evading personal re- 
sponsibility, 
since, if known, it would 


centre on someone and become the bnsis 
for damage suits. 
Sometimes, also, the 


matter is considered unimportnut. 


Thus a coroner's jury trying to deter- 


mine who waa responsible for tho ex- 


plosion in a powder mill came upon th» 
fact that a responsible man was known 
to be a beer drinker, and nt times car- 
ried with him spirits, but this was paus- 
ed over as of little consequence, while 
other cases of minor import were made 
to take precedence.

tact, the party 
responsible had been 


drinking 
spirits 
and began to smoke 


contrary to strict regulations. The re- 
sult was a fearful explosion, in which 
he, himself waa killed. It appeared from 
the testimony, that all workman wera 
required to abstain from drink while on 
duty, but that many 'of them drank at 
hoir.e and on their way to nnd 
from 


work; also that the manager wns not 
an abstainer, except 
during 
working 


hours. 


A very serious accident occured in u 


cartridge factory, and there was great 
difficulty in determining

causes. 


However, there was a remarkable laxity 
of rules, concerning the habits of tho 
workmen, many of whom were foreign- 
ers and were permitted to patronize tho 
saloons in the neighborhood; indeed, the 
management even encouraged the pres- 
ence of saloons, nnd workmen 
would 


spend the noon hours in the bnrrooms. 
No legal responsibility was found, but 
the management suddenly demanded to- 
tal abstinence of nil their responsible 
men, and showed great anxiety and de- 
termination to drive out of the neighbor- 
ing saloons.
